to India, to ‘Libet, to China, 
to Bolivia i Soutu America 
thence back to ‘Libet, 

Mr de Wanby was study- 
ing in Benares, ludia when 
he became seized with the 
desire to Visit Libet, hazara- 
ous as the journey there 
would necessarily be. 

Despite the extreme two- 
fold danger of — travel 
through the lmoutitainous 
passes anad meeting hostile 
tribes and contrary to ad- 
Vice given by the Govenor 
Sir Keginald Bawtield bul 
ler at Bengal My de Wanby 
resolved to attempt the 
journey to ‘libet. Accompan 
1ed by 2 Monks he set forth. 

He described in detail the 
many dangers, Ile visited 
the three monasteries cs- 
tablished in the Llimalayan 
mountains. 

There are 
routes to ‘Libet, 
ing through the Chomba 
Valley, which the  speake 
described as the most beaut- 
iful scenic valley in tue 
world, ‘Lhe pass is lined on 
either side with Rhododen- 
dron trees, about 20 feet 
high and bearing = fiowers 
as large as cabbages und in 
all the most exquisite past- 
el shades. In the mouitains 
blackberry bushes produce 
very large berrics, and thie 
thorns are thick and sharp, 
so that any animal getting 
into the bushes never can 
get out again, He spoke ol 
the danger from constantly 
falling rock which they 
speak of as mountain bom-

barding. Fruits and  veget- 
ables grow in abundance 


and he said the natives cat 
tea leaves inixed with  but- 
ter. They drink the milk of 
the Yak, while goats milk is 
made into cheese and butter. 
A cloth like felt is made 
from the goats hair, 

The lecturer told of the 
trade routes to and from| 
China and bis journey over: | 
land to China, where be vis: 
ited the City of the Dead. 

He described the Block 
house where he spent 9 
weeks virtually a prisoner, 
English being spoken by on- 
ly one other and thai one a 
Chinaman. 

This house is at Denching 
wa. It is 17 stories high 
(compared with some of 
New York's skyscrapers 
this is not startling). It is 
one quarter of a mile long 
and the entire roof is cover- 
ed with leaf of gold. The 
walls are 13 ft thick and the 
water used is carried up by 
themonks. He digressed for 
a moment to deseribe the 
contrast of the Albatross 
and the white Condor of 
which latter he said only 
two had been brought to civ- 
ilization.
